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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR LI 14. Applicant's submission filed on 8 December 2003 has been entered. 

Claims 11-19, 27-31, 35-37, 40 and 41 were withdrawn from consideration and claims 
20-26, 32, 33, 38, 39, 42 and 43 were considered in the Final Office Action mailed 25 July 2003. 
Claims 1 1-31,33 and 35-43 were canceled and claim 32 was amended in the 8 December Paper. 
Claim 32 is presently pending and under consideration. 



Response to Amendment 

Rejection of claims 1 1-31, 33 and 35-43 is rendered moot by cancellation of the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Rejection of claim 32 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as lacking adequate written 
description is withdrawn. 

Rejection of claim 32 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as lacking enablement for the 
full scope of the claimed subject matter is withdrawn. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Rejection of claim 32 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by Iwaki et al (1983) Res. 
Commun. Chem. Pathol. Pharmacol 40:489-496 is withdrawn. 

New Grounds 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

Claim 32 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claim is indefinite because it fails to set forth a terminal process step that clearly 
relates back to the preamble. It is therefore unclear what method steps are further comprised 
within the method which provide the basis for detecting pancreatitis. The claim should be 
amended to set forth the means by which findings are correlated with pancreatitis.
